A Symphony Of Motion

Is your walk characterized by 
a smooth gait, an effortless pace 
and a flowing rhythm? Ah, then 
what 
admiring 
glances 
you 
gather in any day’s activity! 
Those are the qualities that put 
a patina on a woman’s walk, 
letting her apart as one of the 
world’s beauties. 
Without those three graces, 
you’re bound to cover ground in 
a jerky, ambling, galloping, stiff 
or 
sprawling 
manner. 
When 
you do, you nullify all of the 
other 
attributes 
of 
a 
lovely 
walk. Though you carry your 
shoulders relaxed, abdomen and 
hips retracted, knees flexed, and 
walk with toes pointing ahead, 
you’ll be totalling lacking in the 
fluid beauty that is such a pow­ 
erful magnet to the eye. 
Perfection Assnired 
A smooth gait if the result of 
adjusting the length of the step 
you take to the length of your 
foot. You must precisely meas­ 
ure off each step, never favoring 
either foot as persons who are 
either strongly right handed or 
left handed are prone to do. 
However leisured or hurried 
you feel, stick to your estab­ 
lished goal. Never mince co- 
quettishly, 
scramble 
hoyden- 
Ishly or stride mannmhly. When 


in haste, simply accelerate the 
tempo of your steps Instead of 
lengthening them. 
Without rhythm your walk 
will be about as attractive to the 
eye as uninspired music is to 
the ear. Your rhythm depends 
on how your feet touch the 
ground. Perfect rhythm can only 
be attained by consistently mon­ 
itoring both feet so they touch 
the 
ground 
with 
the 
same 
amount of force and at the same 
rate of speed. When one step 
sounds louder or faster than the 
other you are off beat. For the 
sake of your grace, cultivate a 
better sense of timing. 
CrowTiIng ITouch 
There 
is 
one 
magnificent 
routine that banishes all errors 
of gait, pace and rhythm. It can 
polish the best or worst walk, 
and this is it: Measure off a 
hard-surfaced floor wdth strings 
placed at about 16-inch inter­ 
vals—either more or less de­ 
pending on the length of your 
foot. For 10 minutes each day, 
walk this course, toeing a string 
mark with each step. First hum 
a waltz and then a fox trot. 
Control your footfalls so that 
each ticks off the beat with the 
wherever you go—and it will 
be accompanied by the music of 
compliments whispered in your 
same degree of pianissimo.
